98072, U.S.A., declare as follows: 

2. This is a declaration in support of a petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .47(a) and sets 
forth facts relating to the refusal of named inventor David R. Lee to execute a 
Declaration/Power of Attorney for the above-identified patent application, hereinafter 
"the '032 Application". 

3. It is my understanding that the '032 Application was filed in the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office on February 12, 2002 and was assigned Serial No. 10/075,032.
